July 29.—F rom the highest source it is 
learned here this evening that a break between Germany 
and Russia is impending. The impression is abroad that 
Tie kaiser's negotiations with the czar have failed. 
The foreign office, over which an air of optimism has 
prevailed throughout the day, has taken oil a serious 
aspect. I rider secretaries and attaches are being held at 
their desks and all officialdom in Germany is at work 
tonight. It was admitted frankly in official circles that

coming more desperate hourly. 
From tile air of expectancy at the foreign office, it is 
believed that Russia's definite reply has been received 
ami is being withheld, or els* that the German embassy 
at Bt.

Mobilization orders will be issued by (iermanv with­ 
in twenty-four lo mrs unless Russia ceases her military 
"activity. This was the statement of a high government 
official to the United Press this evening. 
This stand, taken by the kaiser in connection with 
his efforts to avert a general European war, is regarded 
as a virtual ultimatum setting a definite limit within 
which the czar must make his final reply. 
With reports of large detachments <>f Russian troops 
massing on the German border, the general staff and 
members of the war party brought great pressure to 
hear upon the kaiser to impress upon him the disadvan­ 
tage at which Germany would be placed if the mobiliza­ 
tion of Russian troops should be continued while Ger­ 
many was virtually idle.
